1 . The following is an examiner's statement of reasons for allowance: Instant claims are 
drawn to phenolic compounds and recording material containing the same. The closest prior arts 
are Mueller et al(US 5,071,876), JP-A-4- 173775, and Lau et al(US 5,614,357). All the references 
are teaching structurally similar compounds as claimed herein. However, applicants have 
amended their claims so as to proviso out the reference compounds. For example, Mueller et al, 
column 8, lines 54-65, JP'775, page 9 of the translation, compound 5, and Lau et al, column 4, 
compound I, are the closest compounds, which now do not read on the instant claimed 
compounds, and hence claimed compounds are patentable, and thus recording material is 
patentable too. Tsuchiya et al(US 4,988,662) is further cited to show the state of the art.
